“We ‘are leaving this ‘demo- 


cratic’ country as deportees and 
before we go we want to tell 
why we are deported. As sailors 
we came to San Francisco just 
before the General Strike, and of 
course could not leave this coun- 
try then because no ships were 


leaving. We saw w hy the ma- 


rine workers were striking. We 


saw the bosses hire typical Am- 
erican bandits, which they called 
‘vigilantes,’ who together with the 
‘heroes’ of the police and nation- 
al guard helped break the strike. 

“Kverybody remembers _ that 
terror and the bloody-murder yell- 
ing of the bosses about foreign 
agitators, red menace, danger to 
American institutions, etc. So 
along with about 500 people we 
were thrown in jail. The bosses 
got only fifteen sailors out of the 
500, who were overstaying their 
leave; the rest were Americans. 

“We are going to be deported 
all right, but it won’t help the 
bosses any—only fifteen of us. 

“And we will take with us the 
experiences of struggle, determin- 
ation to fight against the capital- 
ist system and bosses outside the 
U. S. We will see, maybe soon, 
a Soviet Denmark, Italy, France, 
Germany—and all over the world. 

“We pledge ourselves to carry 
these experiences and the teach- 
ings of Marx, Engels, Lenin and 
Stalin to every place on the globe 
organize workers, expose bosses 
and fight against the capitalist 
system under the leadership of 
the Communist Party.

Unemployed Insurance . . For Whom? 


Witness the spectacle of such “friends of labor’ as ihe 
State Department for Industrial ~Relations, the — strike-breaker 
Scharrenbery and the California League of Women Voters, which 
supported the reactionary Merriam in the elections, getting to- 
wether to “frame’’ an unemployment insurance bill! 


Besides eliminating completely such exploited groups as 
agricultural workers, both the Industrial Relations spokesman and 
the woman representing the League of Women Voters agree that 
the workers should contribute toward the fund out of their al- 
ready miserably low wages, while Scharrenberg piously interjects 
the opinion that he doesn’t think workers are willing to do so. 
He says, however, that workers should contribute to a social 
insurance fund. 

Just what ics this unemployment insurance measure these 
“friends of labor’’ are attempting to put over? 

Piret of all, it limits the maximum payment to $15 a week, 
no matter how laree a family the unemployed worker has to 


support. 


Second, it limits the payments to only ten weeks, at most. 
Atter that— well, let the unemployed worry, Say these gentlemen ! 


Third, payment does not begin until four weeks after a 
worket loses hus job. He and his family must exist, for a month, 
on the savings from the magnificent wages he had been paid in 
the factory o1 shop! 


Fourth, it places administration of the funds in the hands 
of a commission appointed by the Governor, instead of in the 
hands of the unemployed themselves. What an excellent open-

Contrast this proposed measure with the Workers’ Unem- 
ployment and Social Insurance Bill (H. R. 7598) : 


The payment to all workers and farmers unemployed through 
no fault of their own weekly amounts equal to average local 
wages, in no case less than $10 a week plus $3 for each de- 
pendent. 

The funds to be administered by workers and farmers and 
controlled by them, through committees of rank and file mem- 
bers of 


workers’ orgamzations. 


Funds to be provided at the expense of the government and 
employers, with no contributions by workers. The government 
to secure funds by taxing inheritances and gifis, and by taxing 
individual and corporation incomes of $5,000 per year and over. 

Funds so secured, in similar amounts and dispensed under 
similar conditions, shall also be used to pay workers and farmers 
insurance for loss of wages because of part-time work, sickness, 


accident, old age or maternity. 


Funds to be administered to all categories of workers, with 
no discrimination because of age, sex, race, color, political or 
religious affiliations. 

Obviously the passage of the Workers’ Unemployment and 
Social Insurance Bill would mean a real gain for the working 
class in its struggle for some measure of security! 

The conferences now being carried on by legislative com- 
mitiees, Chambers of Commerce and other employers’ groups 
represent merely the frantic attempts of the industrialists to give 
the workers as little as they have to, in order to keep them from 
struggling for real unemployment insurance!

The support given Sinclair and the Communist Party by 
large numbers who formerly voted Socialist, and the open support 
of Epic by Socialist party leaders such as John Packard, the

were  $5,963,352.41. This huge 
profit was made on a _ gross in- 
come for that vear of $43,049,- 
647.17. This profit was over and 
above all costs and expenses. It 
means that after paying them- 
selves interest on their huge in- 
vestment, they still had 14 per 
cent of the year’s income as 


profit for stockholders. 


% Demands of the Farmers. 


1. Farmers demand: a 50 per 
cent reduction in rates. At the 
present time small farmers have 


to pay one and one-fourth cents 
ner kilowatt hour, while the Jarge 
farm owners only hiave to pay a 
fraction of this amount. The rea- 
son for this is that huge reduc- 
tions are obtainable for large 
auantities of electricity used. A 
50 per cent reduction in rates 
would enable the small farmer to 
obtain power at the same price 
the big growers are paying. 


2. Farmers demand abolishment 
of -the “Demand” charge. The 
power companies are allowed by 
the Railroad Commission to make 
this charge in order to “extend 
the powér line to place of use, 
keep this equipment in_ repair, 
and have the energy available 
whén wanted. It is intended to 
cover a return on that investment 
and the cost of upkeep—both sub- 
stantially the same whether the 
current is used or not.” 


This charge is not only a rich 
source of graft for the power 
companies, -but . discriminates 
against the small farmer. Small 
motors are taxed more per horse- 
power than large mdtors. Small 
farmers must pay $5.50 per horse- 
power annually for motors up to

SANTA ANA, Cal.. Dec. 3— 
One Sunday it rained and the 
following Monday it .was_ still 
drizzling. Approximately 1200 
men. reported for work on_ the 
outdoor: SERA... project.

1000 of them. waited around until 
9 am., got credit for the day and 
went home. 


But about 200 men on 2 pro- 
jects were made to work that 


day. That is the sort of discrim-] 1stSocialist 


ination which happens when there 
is no. organization. 

One crew of 150 men working 
on the Brea Drainage Ditch pro- 
ject waded in adobe mud all day, 
without rubber boots which the 
superintendent would not furnish. 
In the morning all the men voted 
not to work on account of the 
weather but when the boss told 
them to get their tools all but 
two men rushed for the tool box. 
During the day, several men de- 
cidéd pneumonia risks were more 
expensive than the day’s pay, and 
went home. 

The only way out for us is to 
organize. to protect our rights, 
for equal treatment and no dis- 
crimination.

attempted wage-cuts and speed-up 
by strikes, as well as winning 
higher wages. Workers on SERA 
jobs in San Francisco have won 
pay for rainy days through tak- 
ing decisive strike action. 

The recent longshoremen’s 
strike, to which you no doubt 
cefer as the strike “they lost”, 
was not completeiy lost. The 
longshoremen won important con- 
cessions through their militant 
struggle, such as an increase of 
10 cents an hour in pay, and the 
abolition of the fink hall. 

Your own experience must have 
taught you that the employers 
will pay as little and work the 
|; men as long as they can get away 
with. The only recourse workers 
have is through organized action 
in such a way as to hurt the em- 
plover most—in his bankbook. 

Strikes alone, of course, will 
never win emancipation for the 
working class. What workers 
win in strikes they must constant- 
ly be on the alert to defend. The 
action of the shipowners in San 
Francisco, who are introducing 
the speed-up in an attempt ‘to 
break the men’s union, the Inter- 
national Longshoremen’s Associa- 
tion, is an example. Only by 
taking control of the government, 
which the bosses use in an at- 
tempt to lower our conditions and 
break our strikes, can we win 
complete emancipation. 

Strikes, however. teach the 
workers the splendid lesson of 
what solidarity means. The role 
of the government as an agency 
of the bosses is made clear. The 
workers learn that they can unite 
their ranks and, by applying the 
lessons learned in strikes, do 
away with the capitalist system 
which is based on exploitation of 
labor.—(L.R.)
